The most extreme free silverite claims 


o be a bimetalist, and BO does the most 
iolent opponent of the free coinage of 
Iver. Under these conditions it is evi- 
ent, considering the wide difference 
etweon the advocate of free silver and 
ie opponent of free coinage, that bi 


metalism has a wide difference of mean- 
ng to these two classes. 


To the f ree-silverite it means a double 
tandard—a silver standard and a gold 
tandard—which, logically followed up, 
means that the higher standard will be 
orced to give way to the lower standard, 
or a double standard being unlike can 
ot be used to measure values of the 
ame commodities without retiring that 
art of our circulation which might be 
tie higher and most valuable standard, 
nother defect in this fallacy of a double 
tandard is the very clear fact, a fact no 
ne will care to gainsay, that if two 
tandards were alike, we would be upon 
tie platform of a single standard though 
rath silver and gold were circulated. 


When the opponent octree silver coin- 
ge speaks of bimetalism he eliminates 
he double standard theory of the silver 
te, for he does not for a moment believe 
hat we can have a free coinage of silver 
,t the proposed ratio of 16 to 1 without 
[riving our gold, which is now our meas- 
ure of value, out of circulation and forc- 
ng the country to a cheap silver basis, 
which would be a single standard, caua 
ng a revolution in business affairs thai 
would be most disastrous to our pros 
iority, because it would have the effect 
rf doubling the price of the necessaries 


>f life and would double interest, but it 
would not double the price of any man's 
arm, or his house, or his wages, or his 
alary, or his pension. The opponent o: 
ree silver means by bimetalism the use 
of both silver and gold as money upon a 
single standard, that of gold, as we have 
t now, or a freer use of silver under 
such restrictions as will protect the 
country from a dangerous silver stand 
ard. That is to say, they are willing to 
coin as much silver as can be circulatec 
at par with gold with the guaranty 01 
redemption behind it. These people are 
also willing to risk free coinage under a 
proper international agreement as to 
atio in the free coinage of the two met 
als into money. 


These are as near as can be stated the 


positions of tho free silverite and the 
reo coinage opponent, both of whom 
laim to favor bimetalism, and will fur 
lish food for reflection by those who are 
nterested in this question.

GETS BACK AT HOTBICHBEIf • 


Senator Palmer Reflects on the 


Veracity of the Secretary of 


the State. 


SPREHQPMLD, 111., April 23.—United 


States Senator Palmer replied to the 
latest interview of Secretary of State 
flinrichsen regarding the calling of the 
June Democratic convention. He said: 


I have read Mr. Hinrichsen's interview 


and will notice some of the points he 
makes against me. He says, in sub- 
stance, that I told Dr. Moore and Mr. 
Cockrell in an interview with them that 
I was favorable to free silver coinage. 
Mr. Hinrichaen's truthfulness may be 
determined by a comparison of his state- 
ment with the report of the interview 
made by Mr. Jones, a member of the 
present legislature, which was published 
in the State Register and many other 
Associated Press papers the morning 
after it took place. Mr. Hinrichsen has 
the volume of the Register containing 
the report in his possession, and he wiu 
find that I expressed no opinion and 
made no pledge in regard to the free 
coinage of silver. Will he examine the 
published report which Mr. Jones will 
tell him contains all that was said on 
the occasion, and after so doing "tell the 
truth?" 


In the reported interview of Mr. Hen- 


richsen published in the Post-Dispatch 
of Sunday he said: "The senator has 
given over everything in the hope of se- 
curing a life appointment {or hie son." 
I hope that Mr. Henrichsen IB falsely re- 
ported in this. I have never since I was 
senator asked an appointment from the 
president for my son. If Mr. Henrich- 
sen made the statement to the reporter 
it proves hie own baseness, but does not 
touch me. 
I have charged in terms as distinct as 


I could find language for the purpose 
that the call for a convention by a mi- 
nority of the state committee was an act 
of treachery and disloyalty to the Dem- 
ocratic party. Mr. Henrichsen, who or- 
ganized this usurpation, professes that 
his only object in giving the call for a 
state convention was that the Demo- 
cratic party might meet and deliberate 
and declare its views upon the subject 
of the free coinage of silver. If that 
profession were true he would be silent, 
or if not silent he would be impartial; 
but instead of being impartial between 
Democrats who entertain different views 
upon that subject, he has taken sides 
with that portion of the party which 
favors the free coinage of silver by the 
United States alone upon the basis' of 
16tol.'

Pneumatic Horse Collar. 


From the Philadelphia Bulletin. 


Horses with sore shoulders will be a 


rarity, it is said, when the pneumatic 
horse collar coraes into general uso. It 
has been invented by a Londoner and is 
being introduced in the leading Euro- 
pean cities. The patent consists of the 
usual leather casing, but instead of 
being packed with a hard, non-yielding 
substance, the pneumatic principle is 
applied, a rubber air chamber being 
substituted for the packing, this in turn 
being covered with leather, and when 
the collar proper is inflated a flexible 
and yielding surface is presented to the 
horse's shoulders. It must be apparent 
to the most casual observer that the 
collar in present use must cause and 
give man's noble companion an immense 
amount of pain. Owing to the harsh 
padding it is impossible for the collar to 
adapt itaelf to the animal's shoulders, 
and, therefore, chafing and sundry other 
ills ensue. With the pneumatic collar, 
as before stated, chafing is impossible, 
as, instead of the horse having to adapt 
itself to the collar, the collar adapts 
itself to the horse the moment it is put 
on.

EFFECT OF HIGH MEAT FOOD 


Housewives are Investing in Veg- 


etables and Fruits. 


Inflated prices of beef and all other 


meats have had the effect of giving a 
small boom to the vegetable and fruit 
market. During the last two weeks the 
trade in the latter has been more brisk 
than dealers had experienced for many 
months. 


As soon as the first brisk advance in 


the price of meate was felt by the poorer 
buyers, there came a cry of disapproval. 
The butcher in many cases was blamed 
for putting prices up, but the error was 
soon explained by wielders of the cleaver. 
But when customers came again and 
again, day after day, and found beef- 
steaks and pork chops marked up to a 
level which they could not reach they 
began to look around for some substi- 
tute for the heavy meat diet. In many 
instances this poorer diet consisted of 
cheaper meat and leas of it, which was 
used in making soups, but in the ma- 
jority of instances vegetables, together 
with a more liberal supply of bread and 
butter, took the place of meat. 
„-. Commission men first began to notice 
the increased demand about two weeks 
ago. Potatoes were asked for and the 
demand for beans increased suddenly. 
From other quarters came inquiries 
about the spring vegetables, such' as 
radishes and onions, lettuce and string 
beans, tomatoes and turnips. 
After 


that there was an increased demand for 
pie 
plant, 
oyster 
plant, 
carrote, 


parsley, 
spinach, 
squash, 
green 


peas and asparagus. Prices on all of 
these spring vegetables are not very 
high. The demand for them came from 
grocerymen and dealers in other local- 
ities, although it is said that many per- 
sons and families will pay out more 
money for spring vegetables than meats 
would cost, for the simple reason that 
the "price of meat is too high." 


The egg market, too, is "holding 


up." It is said that farmers and other 
raisers of chickens are getting from 30 
to 40 per cent fewer eggs this spring 
than usual. This fact has had the 
tendency to keep up the price to some 
extent,-but commission men are offering 
them to retailers at 10 cents a dozen in 
case lots. Another factor that enters in- 
to the meals of many families is dried 
truit. Tho demand for prunes and dried 
peaches and apples has increased with 
that for vegetables and fruits. 


Another commission merchant said 


that the increased demand for vege- 
tables had be6n very noticable during 
the last two weeks. "Business is good," 
he said, "very good. 
Whether the high 


price we have to pay for meat is the 
cause or not I do not know. I take 
my own family as an instance. My wife 
has been complaining about the big 
butchers' bill. What is the result? I 
take home with me stuff from the store 
and we try to get along without meat. 
Other men have told me that their 
wives were doing the same thing." 


The demand for strawberries contin- 


ues brisk. The receipts of the fruit yes- 
terday from Louisiana, whence most of 
the supply at present comes, wore large 
enough to supply the demand. Prices 
to the groceries are not very stiff and it 
is expected that within a few days they 
will be reduced still further.

The action of the supreme court is 


•unprecedented in its history since the 
practice with respect of petitions of 
rehear injr was established, and it illns- 
trates the fact that the august tribunal 
dcx** change its rules and regulations 
under varying conditions or in spe- 
cie leases. Years ago the court knew 
no suoh thing as a petition for a re- 
hearing 


In 1863, in the case of Brown vs. 


Morgan, a motion was made to reform 
a tecree of the court, which was in ef- 
fect a petition for rehearing, and on 
ithut occasion counsel was beard. Snb- 
•etiuently thereto, but infrequently, 
motions or petitions for rehearings 
hare occurred, but they were always 
frowned upon, and in 1809 the court 
established the law in relation thereto. 
This was in the case of Walker vs The 
Public Schools of St. Louis. The court 
there said that "when the court of its 
own motion did not direct a rehearing 
of the argument, it would be in order 
for counsel to present a petition there- 
for without argument, together with a 
brief setting forth the grounds upon 
which the petition was asked." 


But it was not until 1S74 that the 


rules of the court were changed to in- 
clude petitions for rehearing. 


As stated, it does not by any means 


follow that petition for rehearing will 
be granted after it has been argued. 
W hat Impelled the court to order the 
declaration made by the chief justice 
yesterday is solely a matter of specu- 
lation. By some it is believed that the 
eijrht justices are still divided equally 
upon the controverted points in the 
law, and that Justice Jackson will 
ht ve to determine their constitution' 
shty or unconstitutionally. 


Chief Justice Fuller stated to a re- 


porter of the United Press, after com t 
adjourned, that he had received a let- 
ter from Justice Jackson, in which the 
latter said he would try to come to 
.Washington and listen to the ar- 
gument upon the petition for re- 
hearing of the cases.

the Knights of Labor within a reason- 
able time. 


The federation refuses to enforce the 


provision of the constitution relating 
to the tax until this requirement is 
complied with. This is a radical de- 
parture from previous practices and 
makes public a complicated case of 
trouble between the National associa- 
tion of Brewery Workmen and the 
federation m Pittsburgh. There are 
sixteen breweries there which the 
Brewers' union asks the federation to 
boycott. The federation officers say 
it is simply an attempt to use the fed- 
eration for the upbuilding of the 
Knights of Labor, and that they have 
been used in this way as long as they 
will permit. 


The federation yesterday received an 


application from the typographical un- 
ion to boycott the Arena, printed in 
Boston. A committee of one was ap- 
pointed to confer with the proprietors, 
and in case of refusal, to give them 
until June 1 to unionize the office. 


IN THE MELEE. 


A General Scramble Among- the Railroads 


for JPaumgnr Trade. 


CHICAGO, April 24.—The Santa Fe 


yesterday announced that it would 
make a rate of one fare for home- 
seekers'excursions to Texas and Ar- 
kansas from Illinois, Iowa, Missouri 
and Kansas. It does this to meet the 
action of Texas roads which have dis- 
pensed with the two dollars that was 
added to the one-fare rate. All the 
lines are now acting just as they see 
fit about homeseekerb' excursions, and 
widespread demoralization of rates 
cannot but result. 


The Central Traffic association are 


going to run excursions into Michigan 
next month at one fare, and the prob- 
abilities are that other lines running 
into that state will meet the rate. 


With all these excursions a large 


number of return tickets will inevita- 
bly be left in the hands of the scalp- 
ers, and the result will be disastrous 
to all the roads concerned. Still none 
of them seems to care to make tho 
necessary concessions toward preserv- 
ing rates, and at present, despite all 
the talk about new associations, thero 
is little probability that there will be 
any formed this summer.

SPANISH PROTESTS 


Against the Shipment of Men and 


Munitions of War 


FROM THE UKITED STATES TO CUBA 


Rendered Nugatory by Ih* Inevitable 


Conflict Between State and Federal 


Authority—The New Minister 


WUI Bntlr a Strong ProteM. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—Secretary 


Gresham will not be surprised should 
the Spanish premier, Mr. Canovas. call 
his attention to the alleged manifesta- 
tions of Cuban sympathizers in this 
country, as Stated in a Madrid dis- 
patch. There has hardly been a week 
since the insurrection began in the is- 
land that Mr. Muragua, the late Span- 
ish minister to the United States, did 
not direct Secretary Gresham's at- 
tention to what he and the Span- 
ish 
government 
considered 
viola- 


tions by the United States of the 
neutrality act in permitting the ship- 
ment of arms and men from this coun- 
try to aid the Cuban revolutionists. 
Mr. Muragua made these representa- 
tions so repeatedly and so emphati- 
cally—he was kept fully advised by 
the Spanish consuls in the United 
States of the movements of the Cuban 
sympathizers—that he at last desisted 
out of pure discouragement, finding 
in every case that the Spanish gov- 
ernment's understanding 
of United 


States laws and United States obliga- 
tions were not shared by United States 
officials. 


Mr. Mnragua complained, privately, 


that when Secretary Gresham brought 
these matters to the attention of the 
federal officers at the location where 
the arms wore stored or where the 
men were to be shipped, a conflict of 
authority with the state officials would 
arise. Meanwhile the arms would be 
spirited away or the plans of the fill 
busters changed so that the vigilance 
of the Spanish government went for 
naught. 


The right which the United States 


has always claimed to sell munitions 
of war where they pleased was very 
discouraging to Mr. Muragua, who re- 
garded it as useless to continue his 
protests. He did so, however, but left 
Washington a week ago, declaring 
that the struggle in Cuba was not a 
contest between Spain and her rebel- 
lious subjects, but between Spain and 
the United States. 


It is not doubted that Mr. Dupuy de 


Lome, the new Spanish minister to the 
United States, who will arrive from 
Havana this week, has been requested 
to protest strongly against any aid or 
comfort being given, at least openly, in 
this country to the Cuban leaders.

walk about and take three square meals1 


a day, but for a brief second this fore- 
noon while in the electric department of 
,he Docatur Gas and Electric Light and 
Power Company on East Wood street, 
t seemed that Mr. Hicks would have to 
be carried out of the building a horribly 
mutilated corpse. 


Mr. Hicks arrived in the city two days 


ago to test the engines and dynamos at 
the works, and it was while m the per- 
formance of this duty that he met with 
the accident which fortunately for him 
resulted only in a badly bruised hand, a. 
Eeaiful nervous shock and damage tp a 
coat which was torn into shreds. While 
passing around the electric power en- 
gine, between the wall and fly-wheel, a 
wheel five feet in diameter, the bottom 
a foot from the floor, and revolving 360 
times a minute, Mr. Hicks' coat caught 
in one of the two set screws at the end 
of the projecting shaft, and in a flash he 
was picked up by the coat twisting on 
the shaft and whirled about with teriific 
velocity six times, the 
coat being 


stripped from his body, and Mr. Hicks 
thrown to the floor with considerable 
force. There was barely space enough 
between the end of the shaft and the 
wall for a man to pass, and the wonder 
is that Mr. Hicks did not have his head 
crushed or limbs shattered by coming 
in contact'with the floor or wall. He 
could do nothing to save himself, and 
those in the building who witnessed the 
accident hastened to stop the power, 
but before that could be accomplice'1. 
Mr. Hicks bad been dashed to the floor 
It Was supposed that he had been killed 
outright, but he was alive and although 
deathly pale, he was able to move and 
struggle to his feet. Dr. H. C. Jones 
was hastily summoned to the works, 
when after close examination it was 
learned that Mr. Hicks had not been 
very seriously injured.
